HRM Program 
Offers Alternative

"The Human Resourse 
Management program can be 
a tool of outreach to working 
adults in the greater Portland 
area who have never finished 
college," said Scott Mayfield 
in a recent interview in his 
GFC office. 

Mayfield, who is 
marketing director for the 
Human Resources 
Management Degree Program 
(HRM), said that the HRM 
program is an alternative to 
the traditional college 
education. 

Students can earn up to 32 
credit hours for prior work 
and life experiences. "The 
work-life learning credits are 
generated through the 
development of a career 
portfolio in which students 
petition and document 
learning that has taken place 
outside the traditional 
classroom setting. Members 
of the College's faculty whose 
discipline is closest to the 
student's learning experience 
determine the number of 



hours granted," said 
Mayfield. 

Credit hours generated 
through the life-learning 
portfolio are an additional 
expense to the program's 
basic tuition and material cost 
of $5,995. 

The program's cur- 
riculum is geared toward a 
practical application to the 
student's job and home 
environment. "Through the 
HRM program, the College 
seeks to serve the needs of the 
adult learners, helping them 
to assess personal values and 
develop interpersonal skills 
that enhance professional 
competency," said Mayfield. 

The 34 semester hour 
curriculum includes 62 
four-hour weekly classes held 
at convenient locations in 
Newberg, Salem, and 
Portland. Unlike students in 
George Fox's conventional 
program, the HRM student 
chooses the location that suits 
him or her best, Mayfield 
said. 



Semester System Examined

"Quality is a lot more 
important than quantity," said 
Lee Nash, Vice-President of 
Academic Affairs, in regard 
to course assignments under 
the new semester system. In 
an interview Wednesday, 
Dean Nash said a few students 
have approached him with the 
problem of professors giving 
too much work. 

Junior, Elementary 
Education major, Lynette 
Biegler, said: "We are the 
guinea pigs right now - 
nobody is adjusted. We are 
training the professors on 
what we can and cannot 
handle, and in the meantime, 
our grades are being 
affected." 

In an Oct. 6 article in the 
faculty newsletter, Dean Nash 
expressed some of the 
student's concerns as genuine 
and related to the fact that in 
the transition from terms to 
semesters, assignments got 
heavier. He does not believe 
this to be a widespread 
problem. He suggested that 
each division should look at 
their course offerings with the 
idea to eliminate as many one 
and two hour courses as 
possible, and to create as 
many four hour courses as 



possible for a new catalog 
edition next spring. 

Some of the problems will 
clear up when students realize 
that the semester has an 
additional five weeks, said 
Nash. "I tend to think that 
more serious students will like 
semesters better," Nash said. 
He said they have more time 
for thinking and for planning 
study times. 

The faculty made a 
recommendation to the Board 
of Trustees that the college 
convert its calendar and 
curriculum from terms to 
semesters, December 10, 
1984. The decision to switch 
was finalized by the board on 
January 17, 1985. George 
Fox moved with this change 
from three 10-week terms to 
two 15-week semesters. The 
switch was not an idle 
experiment, according to 
Dean Nash. He said some 
faculty have been talking 
about this for ten years. 

One of the major reasons 
for the change was to slow the 
rapid pace of the term 
calendar, resulting in more 
thorough scholorship. Senior 
Sociology major, Randy 
Hoggarth said, "Teachers are 
using it (semesters) to cram 
more material in instead of 



being more creative and 
giving us more in-depth study 
on the subjects." Matt 
Nosack, senior Biology 
major, said he had the 
impression that the semester 
system was going to be more 
relaxed and less hassle than 
the term system. "That is just 
not true," he responded. 
"This is my busiest term by 
far." Andy Wong, a GFC 
Business professor, said he 
took advantage of the longer 
semester to spend more time 
on what he had already been 
teaching during terms. "I 
love it (semesters), because I 
always felt like I was either 
3rd down and 10 or 4th down 
and 2 with time running out. I 
was always rushed." He said 
he hasn't added any material; 
he has drawn it out to give 
students more time. 

Dean Nash said that there 
are some gliches in transition 
that need to be worked out, 
but he said that he feels these 
are temporary problems. "I 
believe that the semester 
system will be a great 
success," said Nash. Nash also 
said that he believes that 
students will be more adjusted 
by the end of this semester and 
will like spring semester 
better.

When we were informed 
last year that GFC was 
switching to the semester 
system, I was delighted. I 
'came here from a school that 
used this system and preferred 
it over terms.

However, the implimentation 
of this system has caused some 
problems and concerns. 

I have never heard of a 
college that offers as many 
one and two credit classes as 
GFC, either on a term or 
semester system.

Some students are taking ten 
or more classes for the same 
amount of credit that would 
require only five classes in 
other colleges.

between studying for ten 



separate classes and five or 
six. Students are struggling 
under loads almost too heavy 
to bear and wondering if it's 
really worth it. 

Last year, an open forum 
was held during chapel. We 
were informed after all the 
basic plans for this year were 
laid and allowed to say our 
piece about decisions that had 
already been made. The 
administration did listen and 
some changes were made, but 
any major changes would 
have been extremely hard to 
impliment. Perhaps the 
administration would be 
willing to hold an open forum 
prior to making final 
decisions about next year. If 
nothing can be done about 
next semester, it would be 
nice to have hope for a change 
next fall. 

I believe GFCs faculty 
and administration are caring 
and concerned about the 
welfare of the students. I urge 
anyone that has a concern or 
suggestion about the semester 
system to voice their opinion. 
Chances are, others feel the 
same.

Prospects for Peace Examined

The George Fox College 
Center for Peace Learning has 
recognized the Mid-East as an 
area with many problems and 
differences, therefore the 
center is sponsoring the 
"Prospect for Peace in the 
Middle East" conference, 
October 27-29. 

The conference will take 
place here on the GFC campus 
where students will become 
more aware of issues in the 
Mid-East as well as working 
towards peace. "We aren't so 
much trying to stop violence, 
but go to the source and deal 
with the problems that are 
causing the violence," said 
Lon Fendall, Director of the 
Center for Peace Learning. 

Many speakers will be 
featured, ranging from three 
young men from Bethlehem 
who will be conveying then- 
experiences growing up as 
Muslims. Also featured will 
be Portland State University 
professor of history and 
Middle East issues, John 
Mondaville, as well as former 
White House speech writer, 
Grace Halsell. 

The Middle East 
Conference has been in the 
planning stage for over a year 
and was developed after Lon 
Fendall traveled to the Middle 
East in April and a delegation 
featuring Dr. Beebe, Dr. 
Engnell, and President 
Stevens took the same trip in 
June. Fendall said the group 
realized how enlightening it 
was to see the Middle East in 
both its negative and positive 
aspects. "We wanted to bring 
it back and let the students get 
an idea of the situation in the 
Middle East through seminars 
and speakers that have seen it 
first hand. We hope to show 
that the values should draw 
these countries together 
instead of pulling them apart," 
Fendall commented. 

The GFC Center for Peace 
Learning is currently 
working on holding a similar 
conference in the future, 
where the focus will be 
Guatemala. A delegation 
from the Center for Learning 
will be traveling to Guatemala 
in the spring in an attempt to 



find truths and get the other 
side of the propaganda that 
reaches the U. S. 

The overall goal of the 
Middle East Conference, 
October 27-29, is to allow 
people on campus to think 
about facets of the Mid-East 
that they haven't thought 
before. "In being sensitive to 



other people's opinion, we 
want to attain a balanced view 
and develop a sense of 
encouragement rather than 
despair," Fendall said. 

There is no cost for the 
conference which is being 
funded by the National 
Council on U. S. - Arab 
Relations of Washington D. C.

The George Fox soccer 
team extended its regular 
season record to 5-4-1, with 
two big victories this past 
week. The Bruins, in only 
their third season of existence, 
notched their first ever win 
over visiting Lewis & Clark 
on Saturday, Oct. 18, 
dominating the Pioneers and 
winning by a 3-1 margin. 

On Tuesday, GFC traveled 
to Columbia Christian, and 
overpowered the Clippers 
4-0. "It's nice to be on the 
winning side of things," said 
co-team captain Daryl Moore. 
"And the main reason we are 
winning is that we're finally 
pulling together as a team. 
Coach Tim (Tsohantaridis) 
has a lot to do with our 
playing together.

Freshman forward, 
Darwin Wheeler, is a prime 
example of the tough Bruin 
offense. In ten games, 
Wheeler has scored nine 
goals, leading the team in that 
area. "I see myself, and the 
team as a whole, playing a lot 
a better now, than earlier in 
the year," said Wheeler, "and 
we're going to have to keep 
improving as we start looking 
forward to the playoffs." 

The Bruins are in the 
NAIA District 2, and the 
NCCAA District 8.
